The  ‘  Narrative,’ &c.  of  Dr.  Haw’ks gives  evidence  of 
much  ability,  candour  and  research  on  the  part  of  the  au¬ 
thor.  He  has  culled  from  sources  accessible  to  few,  much  j 
interesting  and  valuable  matter,  and  exhibited  it  to  the 
reader  in  language  wliicli  must  gratify  the  taste  both 
of  the  scholar  and  the  Christian.  VVe  are  especially 
pleased  with  the  good  feeling  which  is  manifested  to¬ 
wards  men  of  all  varieties  of  religious  opinion  with 
whom  he  has  to  deal,  and  with  the  impartiality  of  his 
c?nsures  w’here  the  expression  of  censure  is  required  by 
triitli.  NVe  like(wilh  the  exception  of  a  single  word) 
the  candour  and  charity  of  his  prefatory  remarks, 
where  he  says: — 

“  Of  the  peculiarities  of  his  creed,  he  will  liere  only 
pay,  that  he  has  not  sought  unnecessarily  to  obtrude 
them  ;  and  as  little  has  he  endeavoured  to  keep  them 
out  of  sight  It  may  be  (for  he  claims  no  exemption 
from  the  infirmities  of  human  nature)  tha*,  however 
anxious  to  eradicate  prejudice,  he  has  not  always  sue- 
ceeded  in  the  effort  to  do  so;  he  has,  however,  endea¬ 
voured  to  speak  of  that  Church,  which  he  docs  not  he¬ 
sitate  to  say  he  loves  best,  with  an  impartiality  too 
proud  to  cover  up  its  faults,  and  an  honesty  too  stern 
to  hide  its  delinquencies.  That  Church  has  sometimes 
erred,  and  the  author  has  said  so.  If  he  knows  his  own 
heart,  he  never  had  in  view,  in  his  work,  an  object  so 
contemptible  as  that  of  writing  eulogy  under  the  guise 
of  history.  His  wish  has  been  to  tell  the  trufh  as  far 
as  he  could  discover  it;  and  if  in  doing  this,  a  blow 
full,  it  mattered  but  little  to  him  where  it  alighted.  But 
he  owes  it  to  himself  to  add,  that  he  has  uniformly 
spoken  of  other  religious  denominations  with  respect ; 
for  he  freely  owns  that  the  love  of  his  own  religious 
system  does  not,  to  his  mind,  impose  upon  him  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  hating  either  the  persons  or  the  creeds  of 
others.  He  may  lament  what  lie  deems  their  mistakes, 
and  yet  hopes  to  be  pardoned,  slionld  he  doubt  whelher 
insitll  be  their  best  corrective.  He  would  rather  burn 
his  book  tlian  wilfully  inflict  a  wanton  injury  upon  the 
personal  feelings  of  any  sincere  Christian:  and  if  he 
has  incautiously  so  done  in  those  pages,  he  here  hum¬ 
bly  begs  forgiveness  of  God  and  of  the  injured.” 

It  is  probable  that  the  remarks  upon  the  persevering 
“  hatred”  of  one  denomination,  and  the  active  hostility 
of  another,  to  the  Church  as  formerly  established  by 
law  in  Virginia,  will  be  considered  by  some  to  conflict 
with  these  professions.  But  such  wc  think  will  not  be 
the  sentiment  of  any  impartial  and  comjxilent  judge. 
Tiio  facts  which  Dr.  Hawks  relates  in  this  connexion, 
are  undeniable;  however  they  may  now  be  regarded, 
they  form  a  material  part  of  the  history  of  the  times, 
niid,  therefore,  must  remain  upon  the  record.  As  an 
evidence  of  our  author’s  disposition  to  speak  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  avowal  which  we  have  quoted,  we  copy 
the  following  lionou ruble  tribute  to  the  cliaractcr  of  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Davies,  a  I’resbyterian  minister, of  whom 
the  author  says: — 

”  Posse3.-^ing  talents  of  a  high  order,  and  gifted  with 
no  ordinary  share  of  eloquence,  he  readily  succeeded 
ill  obtaining  hearers ;  and  many  who  were  at  first  al¬ 
lured  by  curiosity  or  respect  for  genius,  returned  to 
hear  him  under  the  influence  of  Tiolier  motives.  In 
three  years  his  meeting-houses  presented  the  spectacle 
of  large  and  attentive  congregations,  and  among  them 
he  numbered  three  hundred  communicants.  In  truth, 
so  far  as  natural  qualifications  were  concerned,  he  seems 
to  have  been  admirably  adapted  to  the  work  on  which 
ho  entered,  while  his  piety  was  beyond  all  question ; 
and  in  the  retrospect  of  so  much  accomplished  in  a 
short  time,  under  God,  by  the  labours  of  a  single  man, 
we  are  forcibly  impressed  with  the  thought  that  too 
much  care  cannot  be  manifested  in  the  selection  of  the 
instruments  by  whom  either  the  great  truths  of  the 
Gospel  or  the  peculiarities  of  a  sect  are  to  be  planted 
and  extended.  One  able  and  devoted  missionary  will 
accomplish  more  than  ten  men  of  a  different  stamp.” 

This  extract  will,  we  trust,  prepare  the  reader  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  account  given  of  a  worthy  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Dr.  James  Blair,  who  was  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  of  Ijondon,  Commissary  (or  superintendent)  of 
the  Church  in  Virginia  in  1689.  Prom  Dr.  Hawks’ 
notice  of  his  character  and  labours,  we  give  the  follow¬ 
ing  interesting  extract : — 

“  Dr.  Blair  was  eminently  a  practical  man  ;  and  bless¬ 
ed  as  he  was  with  sincere  piety,  a  clear  mind,  and  in¬ 
defatigable  perseverance,  his  services  were  invaluable 
to  the  Church  in  Virginia.  Perceiving  that  the  only 
safe  reliance  of  the  country  for  duly  qualified  clergy¬ 
men  must  be  upon  her  own  sons,  and  that  the  effort  to 
obtain  them  was  hopeless  in  the  absence  of  schools  and 
higher  seininariesof  learning,  he  directed  his  energies 
to  the  encouragement  of  education.  His  labours  in  the 
cause  wero  unwearied.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
in  the  legislation  of  1662,  one  of  the  enactments  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  erection  of  a  college  :  this  wise  provision 
had  been  permitted  to  slumber  on  the  statute  book.  Dr. 
Blair  revived  the  project;  and  at  no  little  personal  ex¬ 
pense  and  labour,  succeeded  at  last,  as  will  be  seen 
hereafter,  in  the  accomplishment  of  his  wishes. 

“  Of  the  activity  and  practical  useful  nessof  this  excel¬ 
lent  man,  sufficient  evidence  will  be  furnished  in  the 
statement,  that  when,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty- 
eight,  he  died,  he  had  been  during  sixty  four  years  a 
mmi^ter  of  the  Gospel ;  fifty-three  years  commissary 
for  Virginia  ;  president  of  a  college  for  forty-nine  years; 
and  a  member  of  the  king’s  council  for  fifty. 

“  As  a  monument  of  his  piety,  he  has  left  behind  him 
four  volumes  of  discourses  upon  the  sermon  on  the 
mount,  of  which  an  opinion  may  be  formed  from  the 
fact  that  they  received  the  warm  approbation  of  Dr. 
Doddridge.*  To  his  active  usefulness  and  piety  he 
added  learning,  and  posses.sed  in  an  eminent  degree 
the  virtues  of  hospitality  and  generosity;  while  his 
manner  in  the  discharge  of  his  various  important  du¬ 
ties  was  such  as  conciliated  the  esteem  and  affection 
of  men  of  all  parties  and  of  all  opinions.  With  the 
single  exception  of  Dr.  Bray,  the  commis.sary  of  Mary¬ 
land,  there  was  no  clergyman  of  the  establishment  ever 
sent  to  this  country,  during  its  colonial  existence,  to 
whom  the  Church  in  the  southern  part  of  the  continent 
was  more  deeply  indebted:  and  the  American  of  this 
day,  as  he  looks  upon  the  walls  of  William  and  Mary, 
the  second  college  built  upon  the  continent,  may  recall, 
with  a  feeling  of  thankfulness,  the  memory  of  Dr. 
James  Blair.” 

The  Irish  Clergy. — It  is  pleasing  to  observe  that 
men  of  opposite  political  opinions  in  England,  have 
united  to  do  justice  to  the  character  of  the  Protestant 
clergy  in  Ireland.  In  discussing  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
last  summer,  the  bill  for  making  certain  changes  in  the 
Established  Church  in  Ireland,  diverting  a  part  of  its 
present  revenue  to  purposes  of  education,  &c.  Lord 
Plunkett,  who  supported  the  bill,  said : — 

“  He  would  not  impute  to  the  Protestant  clergy  in 
general  the  faults  or  indiscretions  of  which  some  indi¬ 
viduals  amongst  them  might  be  guilty.  If  he  were  in¬ 
clined  to  do  so,  he  might  designate  them  as  turbulent, 
factious,  ambitious,  and  hypocritical— but  it  was  far 
from  his  desire  to  do  so.  He  joined  in  the  testimony 
borne  by  his  noble  friend  who  had  spoken  early  in  the 
debate  to  the  merits  of  the  Protestant  clergy,  //e  knew 
them  to  be  a  most  exemplary  and  virtuous  body  of  men 
— they  were  mild,  temperate,  charitable,  and  just. 
No  degree  of  praise  that  could  be  bestowed  upon  them 
would  be  beyond  their  merits. — [Too  strong  this  for 
mortals  any  where  ] — But  not  only  were  they  all  that 
he  had  said,  hut  they  were  unfortunate,  and  their  fate 
was  now  hanging  in  the  balance.” 
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Lord  Glenelg,  who  spoke  on  the  same  eiJo  of  the 
question,  represented  the  changes  recommouded,  as 
necessary  for  the  tranquillity  of  Ireland  and  the  peace 
of  the  Church  itself.  Ho  said  in  the  course  of  his  re¬ 
marks, —  ! 

“That  there  was  one  ground  on  which  he  did  not 
rest  his  support  of*  the  present  measure.  Ho  did  not 
ask  for  support  on  the  ground  of  the  misconduct  of  the 
I  clergy.  Whatever  blemishes  once  existed,  a  material 
^  improvement  had  taken  place  during  the  last  thirty 
years,  and  he  did  not  think  that  there  tootild  be  found 
in  any  part  of  Chrisicrulom  a  Church  which  number¬ 
ed  amongst  its  members  men  of  greater  zeal,  piety, 
and  devotion."  j

ed.”  To  all  interested  in  the  promotion  of  this  object, 
by  education  or  otherwise,  this  w'ork  may  be  highly  re¬ 
commended.  It  is,  like  the  preceding  works  of  the  au- 
!  ihor,  extremely  interesting,  and  contains  many  valu¬ 
able  suggestions,  although  we  must  add,  that  in  some 
of  his  view's  ho  appears  to  us  to  he  more  plausible  than 
correct.  His  plans  of  improvement  arc  illustrated  by 
a  number  of  appropriate  engravings.

Of  these,  17 
were  by  that  dreadful  disease,  delirium  tremens.  'Fhese  165 
deaths  were  directly  by  inteinperniire ;  so  clearly,  that  they 
could  not  be  reported  under  any  other  disease,  ns  deaths  hy  in¬ 
temperance  often  are.  How  many  deaths  were  indirectly 
cniKsed  by  intemperance  we  shall  never  know.  There  arc  29 
suicides;  drowned.  88;  casualties,  105;  and  1,4'. 8  cases  of  in¬ 
temperance. — landmark.
